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To  Recipients  of  Water  Supply  Outlook  Reports: 

The  climate  of  the  cultivated  and  populated  areas  of  the  West  is  characterized  by  relatively  dry  summer 
months.  Such  precipitation  as  occurs  falls  mostly  in  the  winter  and  early  spring  months  when  it  is  of  little 
immediate  benefit  to  growing  crops.  Most  of  this  precipitation  falls  as  mountain  snow  which  stays  on  the  ground 
for  months,  melting  later  to  sustain  streamflow  during  the  period  of  greatest  demand  during  late  spring  and 
summer.  Thus,  nature  provides  in  mountain  snow  an  imposing  water  storage  facility. 

The  amount  of  water  stored  in  mountain  snow  varies  from  place  to  place  as  well  as  from  year  to  year  and 
accordingly,  so  does  the  runoff  of  the  streams.  The  best  seasonal  management  of  variable  western  water  supplies 
results  from  advance  estimates  of  the  streamflow. 

A snow  survey  consists  of  a series  of  about  ten  samples  taken  with  specially  designed  snow  sampling  equipment 
along  a permanently  marked  line,  up  to  1000  feet  in  length,  called  a snow  course.  The  use  of  snow  sampling 
equipment  provides  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  values  for  each  sampling  point.  The  average  of  these  values  is 
reported  as  the  snow  survey  measurement  for  a snow  course. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  beginning  in  January  or  February  and  continue  through  the  snow 
season  until  April,  May  or  June.  Currently  more  than  1400  western  snow  courses  are  measured  each  year.  These 
measurements  furnish  the  key  data  for  water  supply  forecasts. 

Streamflow  forecasts  are  obtained  by  a comparison  of  total  or  maximum  snow  accumulation,  as  measured  by  snow 
water  equivalent,  to  the  subsequent  spring  and  summer  or  snowmelt  season  runoff  over  a period  of  years.  The  snow 
water  equivalent  measured  in  selected  snow  courses  provides  most  of  the  index  to  the  streamflow  forecast  for  the 
following  season.  More  accurate  forecasts  are  usually  obtained  when  other  factors  such  as  soil  moisture,  base 
flow  and  spring  precipitation  are  considered  and  included  in  the  forecast  procedure.  Early  season  forecasts 
assume  average  climatic  conditions  through  the  snowmelt  season. 

Listed  below  are  the  Federal-State-Private  Cooperative  Snow  Survey  and  Water  Supply  Forecast  reports  available 
for  the  West  which  contain  detailed  information  on  snow  survey  measurements,  streamflow  forecasts,  reservoir 
storage,  soil  moisture  and  other  guide  data  to  water  management  and  conservation  decisions.  Soil  Conservation 
Service  Reports  may  be  secured  from  Soil  iConservation 'Service,  511  N.  W. (Broadway  - Room  507 , Portland, Oregon  97209. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  for  IDAHO 


GENERAL  SUMMARY  FOR  MARCH  1 , 1965 


The  water  supply  forecasts  for  1965  have  been  lowered  slightly  but  are  still 
for  unusually  high  volumes  of  water  this  season.  Snowfall  during  the  month 
of  February  on  practically  all  watersheds  in  Idaho  was  significantly  below 
normal.  On  the  majority  of  snow  courses  snow-water  accumulation  was  less 
than  half  its  average  for  the  month.  In  view  of  the  heavy  snow  pack  that 
had  developed  as  of  February  1,  this  was  a welcome  change  to  water  users. 

The  overall  situation,  however,  resulting  from  the  unusual  snow  pack  for 
1965,  has  not  changed  significantly.  The  next  thirty  days,  which  will 
end  the  normal  snow  accumulation  season,  are  critical  because  of  the 
heavy  volumes  of  water  already  in  the  snow  pack  on  our  watersheds. 

A continuation  of  below  normal  snowfall  and  warm  temperatures  is  highly 
desirable  because  additional  volumes  of  water  will  not  develop,  and  the 
high  flow  of  the  rivers  at  this  time  is  actually  reducing  the  amount  of 
water  which  would  usually  come  during  the  snow-melt  period.  On  the  other 
hand,  with  the  low  mountain  elevation  snow  cover  so  heavy  and  the  satur- 
ated soil  beneath  the  snow  pack,  all  of  the  watersheds  are  unusually 
sensitive  to  warm  temperatures  followed  by  rainfall.  The  density  of  the 
snow  pack  at  high  elevations  is  already  between  38%  to  427®.  This  con- 
dition usually  does  not  occur  until  May  1. 

The  watersheds  are  primed  for  fast  runoff  if  adverse  weather  conditions 
develop  between  now  and  the  middle  of  April.  A good  example  of  the  sat- 
urated condition  of  soils  beneath  the  snow  pack  are  the  soil  slides  that 


have  occurred  throughout  the  state.  Just  below  the  snow  line,  there  are 
many  new  scars  where  the  soil  has  become  so  saturated  that  it  slipped  down 
into  the  canyon.  Once  a new  scar  is  formed,  the  head  of  the  slip  continues 
to  move  back  slowly  as  the  snow  pack  melts  above  it  and  new  water  comes  down 
through  the  soil  to  this  exposed  cut.  At  the  edge  of  the  cut,  the  soil  gives 
way  and  almost  continuous  soil  and  small  rock  slides  occur  during  the  high 
melt  period  each  day. 

Reservoir -stored  water  is  well  above  normal  on  all  rivers  or  is  being  low- 
ered to  accommodate  the  high  flows  forecast  this  spring. 

The  Boise,  Payette,  Big  and  Little  Lost,  and  the  Big  and  Little  Wood  Rivers 
have  a critically  heavy  snow  pack.  On  all  of  these  rivers,  snow  cover  in 
the  valley  and  foothill  elevations  is  unusually  heavy  for  this  time  of  the 
year,  as  well  as  a similar  situation  at  high  elevations.  The  situation  is 
compounded  by  the  saturated  soil  beneath  the  snow  pack  and  the  runoff 
channels  that  have  already  been  developed  as  a result  of  the  heavy  rains 
which  occurred  in  December.  Special  measurements  are  planned  near  the 
middle  of  March  to  evaluate  any  change  in  the  situation  which  may  occur  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  snow  accumulation  season.
